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Editorial: 

Education must confront Itself 


Tills decade demands a new philosophy of education and 
new needs. 

TEN YEARS from now college graduates may refer to the 
'70’s as the era of educational transition. Educators must 
make the conceptlonal change In learning. 

Nevertheless, educators and students alike foresee 
Inevitable revolution In this decade. 

MANY predict less turmoil. Old problems have ways of 
persisting, always with man, in some Instances, It seems. 

Hie draft will be an issue as long as the Vietnam War con¬ 
tinues. 

STUDENTS are beginning to study such problems as pollu¬ 
tion, malnutrition, and housing, and they are doing it in and out 
of the classroom. 

Some causes will fade Into the past. 

ENROLLMENT will continue to increase In public col¬ 
leges and universities. And although private Institutions will 
show little growth, two year colleges and urban Institutions 
will skyrocket. 

Hits increase is encouraging. Yet it presents a problem 
— finances, mainly. Adequate funds will be the crucial guide¬ 
line of the ‘70’s. 

BY THE close of the ‘60’s the rising costs of higher edu¬ 
cation amounted to $21 billion a year. These rates are ex¬ 
pected to steadily increase to around $40 billion by the end of 
the decade. 

Hie National Education Association estimates that approxi¬ 
mately one half of the high school graduates during the ‘60F* 
attended college. They further estimate that approximately 
two-thirds of this decades high school graduates will at¬ 
tend college. 

SINCE COMMUNITY colleges and vocational schools wll 
take a substantial stand in this decade, these larger enroll¬ 
ments will be taken care of. By 1980, 11 million students wll. 
be entering college yearly— an increase of four and one half 
million. 

Bright students will be given the opportunity to further 
their educational goals and not be hindered by what goals their 
parents have set for them. 

LESS PRESSURE with more emphasis on teaching— not 
research— will enable the student to seek a more rounded edu¬ 
cation. 

The pass-fail system will more than likely be included in 
many educational systems. Students may even graduate in 
two or three years instead of the traditional four year. 

RECOGNITION of the student’s individual needs is the prime 
prerequisite of the coming new system. Student representation 
of faculty committees will become even more important. 

The first step to patience and understanding is a personalized 
education. Many new leaders will emerge in this decade. The 
people must be equipped to decipher what’s best. Who to fol¬ 
low is the question ?

Achievement, Tragedy Mark Past Decade

The 1960’s was a decade of unbelievable achievement and 
impossible tragedy. 

PERHAPS OUR COUNTRY began to realize this decade 
would be different on Friday, November 22, 1963. A President 
was murdered and we fell through an abyss of guilt and horror. 
President John F. Kennedy, once alive and vibrant, slumped 
in his wife’s lap in a car in Dallas. 

At that moment, a period of mourning began, felt first by 
Mrs. Kennedy, then by the world. A land which has been 
running relatively smoothly came to a screeching halt. And 
no one was the same again. 

THE 60’S ALSO saw one of the great horrors of our time, 
Vietnam, grow into a seething monster eating up our soldiers 
and our national pride. The decade watched as a military 
action for a limited objective grew into a way of life. Students 
began protesting the war, and they were joined by older and 
younger Americans sickened by the stench of gunpowder. 

Like an amoeba, we divided into ‘‘pro-Vietnam” and “anti- 
Vietnam” protesters. The later part of the decade saw the 
birth (or recognition) of the “silent majority”—those who 
believe America can do no wrong and those who believe the 
flag is worth eveything we can give to it, including lives. 

HIPPIES CAME upon the scene. Longer hair, sandles, beads, 
and a “back to nature” philosophy effected most colleges. 
Sunset-nourished acidheads tried to live in a fantasy world 
when reality “just wouldn’t cut it anymore.” 

Toward the end of the decade, movies became as explicit 
as possible. Broadway erupted with on-stage nudity, and ob¬ 
scenity became a part of our novels. 

A PEOPLE in a revolution, perhaps afraid of the bomb, 


the machine age, and our inhumanity to each other. A people 
in search of self. 

But on top of all of the confusion on earth, we found success 
in space. The moon came into our grasp. A world watched 
as Son of Buck Rogers stepped onto the lunar surface, and we 
felt more united in a common brotherhood than ever before. 

POVERTY CONTINUED in the sixties, riots became common¬ 
place, and hope seemed to go out the window at times. Words 
such as “overreaction,” and “non-involvement” crept quietly 
into our vocabulary. 

Before we had time to recover from the shock of one as- 
sasination. two others occured—Robert Kennedy and Dr. Martin 
Luther King were taken from us, and we waited for still 
! another blow of anguish. 

IT WAS A decade of sadness, and the sadness covered 
up the many good things which happened—such as people 
taring, such as the Peace Corps, such as Vista, such as 
flying food to war-destroyed Biafra. Scientists and doctors- 
continued their struggle to conquer cancer, feed a hungry 
world, and give us a better life. 

Now standing on the outskirts of the 70’s, we again make 
resolutions for new years, again chase dreams into forever, 
again try to make our lives tolerable. Looking back on a 
decade of micro-skirts, mini-morals, the Beatles, Vietnam, 
pop art, and torn dreams, we must not forget the great thing 
about the slxties-youth. There lies the future, in a deep 

PERHAPS SENATOR Eugene McCarthy summed up the 60’s 
best: "In retrospect, the Sixties will be distinguished as the 
decade in which the spirit of America, largely through its 
young people, was renewed and revitalized.”

er. 

The Unit is described by 
Programmer Larry Harber as 
the same type used by air¬ 
lines in flight control and 
by hospitals for immediate 
diagnosis. 

THE COMPUTER will func¬ 
tion in preparing class cards, 
class rolls, student schedules, 
post office box lists, student 
directories, grade reports, 
fee analysis for the business 
department, and student en¬ 
rollment statistics.
